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172ND  COMMENCEMENT  PLANS 
MADE  AS  ACADEMY  PREPARES 
TO  GRADUATE  LARGEST  CLASS 


Dr.  Alfred  E.  Stearns  to  Give  Baccalaureate; 

President  J.  Edgar  Park  of  Wheaton 

Will  Give  Graduation  Address 


The  172nd  Commencement  approaching, 
Mr.  Eames  has  announced  the  schedule  of 
events  for  the  graduation  exercises  of  the 
largest  class  ever  to  graduate  from  Governor 
Dummer.  It  is  very  significant  that  the  oldest 
boarding  school  in  America  should  be  giving 
diplomas  to  a  class  of  52  boys,  four  more 
than  last  year,  which  was  the  largest  up  to 
that  time. 

The  program,  which  has  been  planned  by 
Mr.  Eames  and  the  Commencement  Com- 
mittee, will  begin  on  Sunday,  June  2,  with 
the  Baccalaureate  Service  in  the  Adelynrood 
Chapel  at  3:30  p.  m.  At  this  service  Dr. 
Alfred  E.  Stearns  will  give  the  address.  Dr. 
Stearns  was  formerly  headmaster  at  Phillips 
Academy  at  Andover.  The  final  exhibition  of 
the  Camera  Club  and  the  Sketching  Class  will 
be  held  in  the  Noyes  Library  and  in  the  Com- 
mons on  Sunday  afternoon. 

The  annual  Senior  Sing  will  be  held  on 
Sunset  Hill  on  Thursday,  June  6.  This  tradi- 
tional and  impressive  part  .of  the  Commence- 
ment program  has  grown  to  be  widely  at- 
tended by  neighbors  and  friends  of  the  school. 
The  first  copies  of  the  Milestone  will  be  given 
out,  and  the  dedication  revealed.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  the  Sing,  the  fifty-two  seniors,  in 
caps  and  gowns,  will  march  down  the  hill  in 
single  file,  circle  the  historic  milestone,  and  file 
through  the  doorway  of  the  Mansion  House 
while  singing  the  Senior  Song. 

Graduation  exercises  will  take  place  Friday 
morning,  June  7,  at  10:30  on  the  lawn  in 
front  of  the  Mansion  House.  At  these  exercises, 
the  outstanding  part  of  the  Commencement 
program .  Dr.  J.  Edgar  Park,  President  of 
Wheaton  College,  will  be  the  principal  speaker. 
Diplomas  ?nd  the  various  prizes  will  be  award- 
ed by  the  Headmaster  at  this  time. 

Immediately  after  these  exercises,  the  Glee 
Club  will  present  its  annual  Commencement 
concert  in  the  Lang  Gymnasium.  This  concert 
is  of  unusual  interest  because  it  will  climax 
one  of  the  most  successful  seasons  the  Acad- 
emv  Glee  Club  has  enjoyed  in  recent  years.

DUNCAN  HOUSE  COMPLETED 

DURING  SUMMER  VACATION 

AND  READY  FOR  OCCUPANCY 


New     Dormitory    Unit,     Named    After    the 

Honorable  James  H.  Duncan,  Is  of 

Colonial  Cottage  Design 


Last  spring  plans  for  a  new  house  of  col- 
onial cottage  design  were  drawn  by  Mr.  Ed- 
win Dodge,  the  school  architect,  and  these 
plans  were  put  into  effect  this  summer  by  the 
building  of  Duncan  House,  which  is  situated 
between  Mr.  Jacob's  home  and  the  Annex. 
The  house  is  named  after  the  late  Honorable 
James  H.  Duncan,  a  very  prominent  figure 
in  Essex  County  a  century  ago,  and  the 
grandfather  of  Mr.  James  Duncan  Phillips, 
president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Mr.  Phil- 
lips has  contributed  generously  to  the  Acad- 
emy many  times  before,  and  the  school  owes 
its  appreciation  to  him  for  making  it  possible 
to  build  such  a  needed  addition  to  the  dormi- 
tory facilities. 

Duncan  House  is  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Kirk  of  the  faculty,  who  occupy  a  suite  on 
the  ground  floor.  On  the  first  and  second 
floors  are  accommodations  for  nine  boys, 
whose  rooms  are  large  and  well  furnished.  In 
the  basement  are  situated  two  classrooms. 
One  is  a  recitation  room,  and  the  other  is  a 
large,  well-equipped  biologv  laboratory  pre- 
sided over  by  Mr.  Cobb.  Mr.  Eames  and  Mr. 
Dunning  worked  hard  this  summer  in  planning 
for  the  new  home. 

The  outward  appearance  of  the  building  is, 
indeed,  as  delightful  and  modern  as  the  inter- 
ior. The  paint  finish  is  white  trimmed  with 
dark  green  shutters  and  black-shingled  roof. 


172ND  SEASON  OPENED 

WITH  FULL  ENROLLMENT 


A  full  enrollment  of  119  boys  marked  the 
opening  of  the  172nd  school  year  at  Governor 
Dummer  this  fall  when  classes  were  resumed 
on  September  26.  Of  the  total  registration, 
96  boys  are  boarders  and  23  are  day  students. 

The  boarding  department  remained  at  full 
capacity,  and  the  number  of  day  pupils 
showed  an  increase  of  nearly  fifty  per  cent. 
The  total  enrollment  of  the  school  shows  an 
increase  of  four  per  cent. 

A  little  less  than  half  of  the  students  come 
from  homes  outside  of  Massachusetts.  The 
largest  out-of-state  group  is  from  New  York, 
while  Maine  is  a  close  second. 
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DAVID  QUIGLEY  HEADS  LIST 

IN  COLLEGE  BOARDS' WITH 

TWO  HIGH  HONOR  GRADES 


By  reason  of  two  high  honor  marks,  David 
Quigley  led  the  group  of  boys  from  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  taking  College  Board  ex- 
aminations last  June.  He  received  grades  of 
85%  on  both  the  English  and  German  exam- 
inations and  was  admitted  to  Yale.  He  also 
led  the  rest  of  the  applicants  with  a  general 
average  of  78.8%. 

All  of  the  members  of  last  year's  class  who 
planned  to  enter  college  this  fall  were  suc- 
cessful except  one  boy  who  took  his  exami- 
nations without  the  recommendation  of  his 
teachers.  Everett  Black,  who  was  accepted  at 
Llarvard  for  his  work,  received  an  honor  grade 
in  mathematics  and  earned  the  second  high- 
est average. 

It  is  interesting  to  look  over  the  results  of 
the  College  Board  examinations  taken  by 
Governor  Dummer  students  during  the  last 
four  years.  One  hundred  and  one  examina- 
tions have  been  taken  and  eighty-three  of 
these  have  been  successfully  passed.  Thirty- 
one  honor  grades  have  been  attained.  The 
highest  single  grade  was  earned  in  June  1931 
bv  John  Whittlesey  when  he  received  a  rank 
of  96%  on  a  Latin  Cp.  2.

OF  PROCEEDING  WITH  PLANS 

FOR  BUILDING  CAMPAIGN 


Committee    Members    Are    Enthusiastic    at 

Meeting  on  Columbus  Day;   Governor 

Winant  Among  Those  Present 


At  the  second  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee, held  in  the  Noyes  Library  on  Colum- 
bus Day,  October  12,  there  was  a  definite 
and  enthusiastic  expression  of  opinion  in  favor 
of  proceeding  with  the  Building  Campaign,  as 
planned,  during  the  coming  spring. 

Dr.  Lewis  Perry,  headmaster  of  Phillips 
Exeter  Academy,  presided  at  the  meeting  at 
which  nearly  the  entire  committee  was  present.

New  York;  Mr.  F.  B.  Reynolds  of  Bronxville, 
New  York;  and  Mr.  James  Stuart  Smith  of 
Boston  and  Lexington. 


The  trustees  present  were  Mr.  James  Dun- 
can Phillips  of  Boston  and  Topsfield,  Dr. 
Arthur  W.  Ewell  of  Worcester  and  Rowley, 
Mr.  Joseph  N.  Dummer  of  Rowley,  Dr. 
Claude  M.  Fuess,  headmaster  of  Phillips 
Academy  at  Andover;  the  Reverend  Glenn 
Tilley  Morse  of  West  Newbury,  the  Reverend 
Carroll  Perry  of  Ipswich,  Mr.  Charles  H.  Tay- 
lor, Jr.,  of  Boston  and  Brookline,  and  Mr. 
David  Wheatland  of  Marblehead.  From  the 
faculty  Mr.  Edward  W.  Eames,  Mr.  Philip 
H.  Cobb,  and  Mr.  Edgar  D.  Dunning  were 
present.  Those  members  of  the  Committee 
who  attended  the  first  meeting  on  June  9 
and  were  not  able  to  be  present  at  the  second 
meeting  were  Mr.  Frank  L.  Boyden,  head- 
master of  Deerfield  Academy,  Mr.  Leon  M. 
Little  of  Boston  and  Brookline,  and  Mr. 
Frank  J.  Frost  of  Washington. 

Mr.  Eames  Welcomes  Members  of 
Advisory  Group 

After  a  few  words  by  Mr.  Eames,  in  which 
he  welcomed  the  members  and  commented  on 
the  large  attendance,  Dr.  Lewis  Perry  re- 
viewed the  discussion  of  the  meeting  in  June 
and  introduced  Mr.  Dunning,  recently  ap- 
pointed Executive  Secretary  of  the  campaign. 
Mr.  Dunning  explained  the  plan  for  carrying 
out  the  campaign  and  distributed  copies  of  an 
organization  chart  and  of  a  proposed  time 
schedule.  He  also  read  extracts  from  the 
tentative  draft  of  a  campaign  booklet. 

Dr.  Perry  then  called  upon  each  member  to 
state  whether  he  thought  the  campaign  should 
be  postponed  or  should  be  conducted  as  orig- 
inally planned.  Each  member  spoke  of  the 
progress  the  school  has  made  by  itself  and 
expressed  the  opinion  that  the  campaign 
should  be  pushed  forward  this  year  according 
to  schedule.  A  few  of  the  members  advised 
caution,  but  the  decision  to  proceed  was 
unanimous,  and  a  spirit  of  genuine  enthus- 
iasm and  optimism  prevailed  throughout  the 
meeting. 

Purpose  of  Building  Campaign 
Is  Outlined 

Before  the  meeting  a  buffet  luncheon  was 
served  in  the  Library  by  Mrs.  James  Duncan 
Phillips,  Mrs.  F.  B.  Reynolds,  and  Mrs.  Ed- 
ward W.  Eames.  Immediately  afterwards  the 
Committee  inspected  Duncan  House,  which 
has  been  erected  since  the  Committee's  meet- 
ing in  June.  After  the  meeting  several  of  the 
members  accompanied  Mr.  Eames  to  the  ath- 
letic field  to  watch  the  football  practice. 

The  purpose  of  the  campaign  is  to  erect  a

new  building  which  will  include  a  dining  room/ 
a  kitchen,  and  a  large  living  room.  Rather 
than  serve  to  increase  the  size  of  the  school, 
the  new  building  will  relieve  the  very  cramped 
dining  and  living  room  facilities  now  in  use. 

The  idea  was  originated  last  winter  by  a 
group  of  six  boys,  five  of  whom  were  seniors. 
They  worked  the  plan  over  completely  among 
themselves  and  then  presented  it  to  Mr. 
Eames.  Mr.  Eames  in  turn  presented  it  to 
the  school  and  the  plan  met  with  whole- 
hearted approval.  Last  year  during  the 
spring  vacation  the  boys  of  the  school  each  in- 
terviewed a  number  of  friends  and  told  them 
about  the  campaign.  They  left  with  them  a 
special  issue  of  The  Archon,  and  expressed  the 
hope  that  they  might  return  next  spring  and 
ask  for  a  contribution. 

This  spirit  of  carrying  out  man-sized  jobs 
on  their  own  initiative  had  its  origin  in  1931 
when  the  senior  class  put  in  a  drainage  sys- 
tem at  one  end  of  the  athletic  field.  Since 
then  the  boys  have  built  by  their  own  labor 
a  hockey  rink  and  a  board  track.  The  pres- 
ent endeavor  is  a  logical  climax  to  these  other 
achievements  and  one  which  already  has  the 
active  support  of  the  faculty,  trustees,  and 
Advisory  Committee.

AMONG  VESPERS  SPEAKERS 


A  Sunday  evening  vesper  service  is  held 
each  week  in  the  living  room  of  Commons. 
Both  students  and  masters  attend  this  service, 
which  includes  a  number  of  hymns  and  a 
short  talk  by  an  outside  speaker. 

Dr.  Alfred  E.  Stearns,  former  headmaster  of 
Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  was  the  Vesper 
speaker  at  Governor  Dummer  on  April  7.  He 
pointed  out  that  one's  station  in  life  depends 
largely  on  the  things  that  are  given  to  one,  and 
not  on  one's  merit.  The  important  thing  is 
to  gain  the  best  results  that  are  possible  from 
one's  station  in  life. 

"I  don't  know!"  "I  don't  care!"  "I  don't 
dare!"  These  are  the  three  attitudes  that 
form  the  greatest  obstacles  in  our  attempts 
to  find  God's  plan  for  our  lives,  said  the 
Reverend  Arthur  Lee  Kinsolving  of  Trinity 
Church,  Boston,  at  the  Vesper  service  on 
March  10.  The  more  we  know,  the  more  we 
care;  and  the  more  we  c?*e  about  the  Christian 
life,  the  more  we  dare. 

Noted  Vesper  Speakers  Include  New  Head- 
master of  Lawrencevlllc  School 

Mr.  Allan  Heely,  a  member  of  the  English 
department  at  Andover  and  newly  elected 
headmaster  at  Lawrenceville,  was  the  Vesper 
speaker  on  Armistice  Day.  He  declared  that 
each  one  of  us  must  choose  between  position 
and  quality.  Great  men  are  those  who  forget 
themselves  at  the  bottom  and  find  themselves 
at  the  top.  The  worst  and  most  ruinous  fool 
is  the  man  who  fools  himself. 

Mr.  Markham  W.  Stackpole,  teacher  of 
English  at  Milton  Academy  and  father  of  Mr. 
Stackpole  of  the  Governor  Dummer  faculty, 
spoke  on  cooperation  at  the  Vesper  Service  on 
November  25.  Cooperation  in  the  field  of 
science  was  necessary  to  perfect  the  methods 
by  which  aviators  can  now  communicate  with 
the  ground.  Mr.  Stackpole  spoke  of  the  life 
of  Edward  Wilson,  who  preserved  the  spirit 
of  cooperation  among  the  men  of  the  Scott 
Antarctic  Expedition.  School  life  should  be 
a  cooperative  enterprise,  with  masters  and 
students  working  together. 

Pays  Tribute  to  Late  Dr.  Thayer 
of  St.  Mark's 

The  late  Dr.  Thayer  of  St  Mark's  School 
was  the  subject  of  the  Reverend  Carroll 
Perry  of  Ipswich  on  December  2.  Di.  Thay- 
er was  one  of  the  greatest  and  most  success- 
ful headmasters  in  this  country.  He  had  a 
passion  for  truth,  fairness,  and  playing  square, 


and  was  always  more  interested  in  giving  ad- 
vantages to  others  than  to  himself.  He  gave 
his  entire  life  to  the  development  of  youth. 

The  Reverend  Leslie  Glenn  of  Christ 
Church,  Cambridge,  was  the  first  Vesper 
speaker  of  the  New  Year,  visiting  the  school 
on  January  13.  He  told  of  a  missionary  to 
China  whose  first  act  was  to  show  the  people 
a  map  of  the  world  because  he  knew  that 
whenever  a  man  stretched  his  mind  he  would 
be  more  likely  to  believe.  A  democratic  gov- 
ernment gives  people  a  chance  to  help  them- 
selves and  to  move  forward.  When  people 
move  into  higher  circles  there  is  a  temptation 
to  go  to  pieces.  Nevertheless,  we  can  never 
grow  unless  we  take  chances. 

Reverend  Phillips  Osgood  Speaks 
on  "Tear  Bottles" 

The  Reverend  Phillips  Osgood  of  the  Em- 
manuel Church  in  Boston,  speaking  at  Ves- 
pers on  January  20,  said  that  in  ancient 
Egypt  people  had  tear  bottles  to  weep  in  be- 
cause they  believed  that  tears  were  sacred. 
Tear  bottles  were  an  inducement  to  self-pity, 
and  self-pity  is  poison.  A  "smile"  bottle 
would  be  more  difficult  to  fill.  Smiles  are 
harder  to  catch,  harder  to  remember.  We  take 
the  good  things  for  granted;  we  easily  store 
up  the  sad,  unpleasant  things  in  our  mental 
tear  bottles.  Hamlet  was  a  tear  bottle  own- 
er. Don  Quixote  did  his  duty  without  one. 
Religion  is  good  sportsmanship  raised  to  the 
nth  power.  Against  the  tear  bottle,  self- 
pity,  we  set  up  the  cross. 

The  speaker  at  the  Vesper  service  on  May 
19  was  Dr.  Richard  M.  Gummere,  former 
headmaster  of  the  Penn  Charter  School  and 
newly  appointed  director  of  admissions  at 
Harvard  University.  Dr.  Gummere  believed 
that  we  must  keep  our  heads,  souls,  and  bod- 
ies in  the  same  balance.  He  said  an  educated 
man  must  have  a  sense  of  values  and  added 
that  the  secret  to  all  success  is  distributed 
leadership. 

Reverend  Palfrey  Perkins  of  King's 
Chapel  is  Speaker 

The  Vesper  speaker  on  May  26  was  the  Rev- 
erend Palfrey  Perkins  of  King's  Chapel  in 
Boston.  As  a  text  for  his  talk  he  told  briefly 
Rudyard  Kipling's  story,  "The  Ship  That 
Found  Itself".  From  this  imaginative  narra- 
tive he  took  several  rules  which  applied  to  the 
ship  and  showed  how  they  might  be  used  ad- 
vantageously by  mankind.  As  did  the  various 
parts  of  the  ship,  we  must  learn  to  give  and 
take,  and  we  must  bear  our  own  troubles  as 
well  as  share  the  burdens  of  others.

The  toastmaster  for  the  evening  will  be 
Dr.  Claude  M.  Fuess,  headmaster  of  Phillips 
Academy  at  Andover,  who  was  one  of  the 
speakers  at  the  Christmas  Dinner  last  year.

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ACADEMY  STUDENTS  PRESENT 

SPECTACULAR  SCIENCE  SHOW 


The  annual  Governor  Dummer  Science 
Show  was  held  in  the  Lang  Gymnasium  on 
the  evening  of  April  7.  A  spectacular  program 
wa>s  given  by  William  Williamson,  Gerry  Dietz, 
Richard  Lawrence,  Oliver  /Andrews,  Laird 
Covey,  and  John  Davidson,  under  Mr.  Kirk's 
direction.  Bob  Sommer,  Joseph  Ballard, 
Ernest  Smith,  and  several  other  science  stu- 
dents had  helped  in  the  preparation. 

One  of  the  highlights  was  Gerry  Dietz's 
"Heavy  Water"  experiment.  He  took  a  rec- 
tangular tin  can  and  poured  heavy  water,  D20, 
on  it  and  the  can  was  badly  dented  by  this 
rare  new  water  of  science.  Your  reporter  found 
out  later  that  all  the  air  had  been  exhausted 
from  the  can  by  boiling  water  in  it,  the  can 
tightly  sealed,  and  water  of  the  ordinary 
water-faucet  variety  poured  on  it. 

Another  highlight  was  John  Davidson's  ex- 
periment called  Chemico-Luminescence.  It 
was  the  most  spectacular  experiment  of 
the  evening.  A  six  liter  flask  was  filled  almost 
completely  with  a  liquid  called  "LuminoL" 
The  lights  were  all  turned  off,  and  when 
sodium  hydroxide,  potassium  ferricyanicle, 
hydrogen  peroxide,  and  hydrochloric  acid  were 
added,  the  liquid  glowed  and  gave  off  a  bright 
blue-white  light  which  lasted  about  five  min- 
utes.

THE  SCIENCE  SHOW 

A  Photograph  Taken  During  the  Scientific  Exhibition  Given  by  Members 
of  the  Physics  and  Chemistry  Classes. 
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ioobias  Lear  --  ^Distinguished  ^Alumnus

Of  the  multitudes  of  forgotten  men,  per- 
haps the  most  outstanding  was  Tobias  Lear, 
private  secretary  and  right-hand  man  to 
President  George  Washington  during  the 
troubled  times  following  the  American  Revolu- 
tion. 

This  man's  remarkable  career  began  when 
he  was  chosen  by  Mr.  Washington  as  a  tutor 
for  his  two  adopted  children.  Since  the  Vir- 
ginian gallants  were  unfit  for  such  lowly 
tasks,  the  "Nation's  idol"  wrote  to  General 
Benjamin  Lincoln  at  Boston  of  his  need  for 
such  a  teacher.  His  old  companion-in-arms 
immediately  sought  the  chief  educator  of  that 
time  and  wrote  to  President  Willard  of  Har- 
vard. 

That  dignitary  searched  through  his  rec- 
ords and  finally  lighted  on  the  name  of  Tobias 
Lear,  of  Portsmouth,  X.  H.  Lear's  education 
was  begun  at  Governor  Dummer  Academy 
under  the  famous  first  master,  Samuel  Moody. 
He  graduated  from  the  Academy  about  1779 
and  went  to  Harvard,  graduating  in  1783. 
Then,  for  several  years,  he  traveled  in  Europe. 

In  reply  to  General  Lincoln's  hearty  recom- 
mendations, Washington  wrote  thus:  "Mr. 
Lear,  or  any  other  who  may  come  into  my 
family  in  the  blended  characters  of  preceptor 
of  the  children  and  as  a  clerk  or  private  sec- 
retary to  me,  will  sit  at  my  table,  will  live  as 
I  live,  will  mix  with  the  company  who  resort 
to  the  house,  and  will  be  treated  in  every  re- 
spect with  civilities  and  proper  attention.  He 
will  have  his  washing  done  in  the  family,  and 
have  his  linen  and  stockings  mended  by  the 
maids  of  it." 

Washington  received  word  that  the  young 
scholar  would  serve  the  great  man  for  the 
sum  of  $200  a  year.  It  was  certainly  a  flat- 
tering opportunity  for  Tobias  Lear  and  one 
full  of  all  kinds  of  possibilities  for  his  per- 
sonal benefit. 

The  social  advancement  which  would  in- 
evitably result  must  have  been  bewildering  to 
Lear  as  he  rode  for  six  long  days  from  Ports- 
mouth to  the  nation's  capital.  No  disting- 
uished man  ever  had  such  a  useful  "other  self" 
as  did  Washington  have  in  Tobias  Lear.  Col- 
onel Lear  wrote  that  "the  more  intimate  I 
became  with  Washington  the  better  I  liked 
and  admired  him." 

One  of  Lear's  first  tasks,  after  seeing  the 
President's  children  started  on  their  studies, 
was  to  survey  and  explore  the  Washington  es- 
tates in  the  Pennsylvania  forests.    He  accom- 


plished this  task  with  so  much  dispatch  and 
thoroughness  that  the  President  was  greatly 
pleased.  When  Washington  was  inaugurated 
in  1789  as  the  nation's  first  President  he  was 
fortunate  indeed  to  have  such  a  man  as  Lear 
at  his  elbow. 

The  new  secretary  looked  out  for  every- 
thing. The  affairs  at  the  plantation,  the 
journey  to  New  York,  the  housing  of  the 
Washington  family  in  the  metropolis,  the 
preparation  of  state  documents,  the  etiquette 
of  the  various  functions  of  the  new  president 
— in  short,  all  the  details  of  the  multitude  of 
duties  which  were  new  to  Washington  fell  to 
his  lot,  and  the  wonder  is  how  the  secretary 
went  through  it  all  and  lived. 

Colonel  Lear  was  one  of  the  very  few  men 
who  ever  received  a  letter  from  Washington 
with  the  phrase  "Yours  affectionately"  pre- 
ceding the  signature.  The  extent  of  Washing- 
ton's unbounded  respect  for  Col.  Lear  was 
shown  in  a  rather  curious  way  during  the 
President's  tour  of  1789  in  New  England. 

In  Boston  he  insisted  that  the  secretary 
should  sit  by  his  side  during  the  procession. 
But  at  Portsmouth,  Lear's  home  town.  Wash- 
ington paid  his  subordinate  the  curious  and 
somewhat  amusing,  but  none  the  less  sincere, 
compliment  of  placing  Lear  alone  in  the 
Presidential  carriage  while  he  himself  rode 
alongside  as  a  mounted  aide.  This  arrange- 
ment, both  novel  and  illustrative  of  the  char- 
acter of  the  President,  created  some  miscon- 
ception along  the  line.  For,  as  tradition  has 
it,  many  people  thought  that  Lear  was  Wash- 
ington and  the  cheers  and  salvos  were  direct- 
ed at  the  secretary  who  sat  stunned  by  his 
unusual  situation.  But  Washington  willed  it 
and  no  one  desired  to  dispute  his  will. 

Still  more  striking  is  the  President's  per- 
formance in  Portsmouth.  When  they  ap- 
proached the  Lear  home,  Washington  dis- 
mounted and  proceeded  on  foot  to  pay  his 
respects  to  Mme.  Lear,  the  mother  of  the  man 
he  valued  so  highly. 

At  the  end  of  Washington's  administration 
in  1797,  it  was  decided  to  keep  Lear  in  the 
office  which  was  so  vital  a  part  of  the  life  at 
Mt.  Vernon.  When  the  end  came  in  1799, 
and  Washington  was  called  to  his  fathers,  it 
was  Lear  who  was  at  the  bedside  to  take  the 
last  messages  of  the  dying  chief,  and  it  was 
he  who  afterward  gave  these  words  to  the 
world  in  his  pamphlet,  "The   Last    Hours   of 
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Washington",  which  went  all  over  the  coun- 
try and  was  greedily  read  by  a  sorrowing  peo- 
ple. 

For  some  years  Colonel  Lear  was  busy  fil- 
ing and  arranging  the  Washington  papers  as 
the  dying  patriot  had  requested  him  to  do. 

In  1S62  he  reappeared  in  politics,  for  Jef- 
ferson appointed  him  to  the  consulate  at  San 
Domingo.  But  this  was  a  sad  place  for  the 
bereaved  Lear.  It  was  so  different  from  the 
charming  life  he  had  led  at  Mt.  Vernon  that 
he  begged  the  President  for  a  change  from 
that  dreary  West  Indian  Island.  He  was  then 
sent  to  Algiers,  on  the  Mediterranean,  and 
while  he  was  there  he  made  negotiations  with 
the  pirates  of  Tripoli  for  their  outrages  on 
American  ships  and  sailors.  His  offer  of 
$60,000  was  approved  by  the  President  but 
caused  disapproval  in  the  War  and  Finance 
offices.  In  1812,  Madison  made  Lear  the 
chief  accountant  in  the  War  Department.  He 
remained  in  this  office  until  his  sudden  death 
October  11,  1816. 

Tobia  Lear  was  married  three  times.  His 
first  wife  was  Mary  Long  of  Portsmouth. 
When  she  died  of  yellow  fever,  he  married 
the  widow  of  George  Augustine  Washington, 
a  niece  of  Martha  Washington.  His  third 
wife,  Mrs.  Frances  Henley,  was  also  a  niece  of 
the  first,  First  Lady. 


More  Briefly 

In  celebration  of  the  172nd  anniversary  of 
the  opening  of  classes  at  the  Academy,  Mr. 
Joseph  Dummer,  secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  gave  a  brief  talk  at  the  regular 
evening  meeting  on  March  1  on  the  historical 
background  of  the  school.  Rather  than  give

Our  Headmaster  has  often  told  us  that  the 
Academy  stands  for  two  very  important  prin- 
ciples— work,  and  spirit.  Work  is  offered  to 
us  through  the  classroom,  where  we  have  ex- 
cellent opportunities  to  gain  the  knowledge 
we  need  to  enter  college.  Spirit — that  funda- 
mental element  of  success — is  not  given  to  us 
in  this  way.

ond type  of  spirit,  which  we  may  call  "con- 
sideration for  others". 

Our  latest  and  most  important  undertaking 
is  to  raise  a  large  sum  of  money  to  make  pos- 
sible the  erection  of  a  new  and  spacious 
building.  In  order  to  do  this,  we  must  rid  our 
minds  of  the  thought  that  we  shall  benefit  di- 
rectly from  the  new  building,  and  instead 
work  with  the  second  type  of  spirit  to  give 
those  who  may  follow  us  at  Governor  Dum- 
mer a  finer  and  more  beautiful  school  in 
which  to  live.

As  shown  by  the  Glee  Club  and 
also  by  the  Vesper  services,  the  students  enter 
whole-heartedly  into  the  spirit  of  the  thing.

A  good  musical  reputation  does  as  much 
for  a  school  as  does  its  athletic  record  As 
Longfellow  says,  "Music  is  the  language  of  all 
mankind."  We  have  already  learned  the  syn- 
tax of  this  language;  now  let  us  learn  to  speak 
it  fluently.
